In response to questions put by Captain. Fritz, Oswald said that ir.- 
rx-diately afeer having left the building where he worked, he went by bus 00 
the theater where he was arrested; tix-t whe.n he £ox on the bus he secured a 
trardifer and thereafter transferred to other buses to get to his destination. 
I-Ie de.ii.nd that he brought a package to work on that ^y and he denied that 
hu haa ever had any conversation about c ui-t.ain r ods* v/ith the boy naxed We.'il.sy 
who drove hl.'n to his o.xployxant . Fritz asked him if he had ridden a ta£T' 
t.'.at ;a.; ana Oswald then changed his story and said that when he got on the 
JUS .-.e .'oj.ui it was going zoo slow and after two blocks he got off the bus 
and tcch a cab to his home; that he passed the tine with the cab driver and 
that the cab driver had told him that the President was shot. Ee paid* a cab 
fare of op}-. 

an response to questions, he stated that this was the first ti.T.3 he 
ever in a cab since a bus v;as alwa5<-s available. Ec said he wenz hoice, 

his "crousers a:rid shirt, puw his shirt in 3. drav/er. This was a red 
shirz, and he put it with his dirty clothes. He described the shirt as 
.".avL.ng a button down collar and of reddish color. The trousers were gre'v 
colored. 

He said he ate his lunch with the colored boys who worked with him. 
described one of them as “Junior", a colored boy, and the other was a 
liitle short negro boy. He said his lunch consisted of cheese, bread, fruit, 
and apples, and was the only pacl^go he had with him when he went to work. 

He stated that Mrs . Paine ^practiceri Russian by having his wife live with 
ner. denied tnat he had ever ownec/i’iflc. Ee said he does not know Mr. 
raxse very veU but that Paine usually comes by the place v;here his wife 
living \:ith Mrs. Paine on Friday or VJednesday. Ee stated that Mr. ?aine*^has 
a car and 2 prz. Paine has had two ceirs. ITc said in response to inielitrioVs by 
Captain that his effects were in Mrs. Paine’s garage and that they con- 

sisied of txvo sea bags with some other packages containing his personal he- 
longings and that he had brought those back from Ikjw Orleans with him sometime 
in September. He^ stated that his brother, Robert, lived at 7313 Davenport 
Snreet, Fori; V/orth, and that the Paines were his closest friends in town, 
he denied that he had ever joined the Communist party; that he never bed: a 
Communist card. Ee did belong to the American Civil Liberties Union'^and had 
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caid .j 5 a year dues. He stated that he had hou::jht the pistol that v;as 
I'cund in hie possocsion when he was arrested about seven monohs 
He refused to answer any q.uestions concerning the pistol or a {pin until 
ho tallied to a lawyer. 

ststed that at various other tLv.es he had been tnorouHoly 
interrojatod by the ?3I; that they had used all yue usual interrecation 
■ur^et**ccs and all their standard operating procedure; that he was very 
wnh interro^tition, and he h.:id no intention of aaswerinc any 
caestions concerning any shcotin-; that he !:new he did not have to answer 
Cher. w-Ui that he v/culd not ansv;er any cpacsiiions until he had been 
councc;!. Hvi stated what tl'-e rai had ucid their hard and soft approacn^to 
hi... -whey uj.;d nhe buddy cysteri; that ho was fa.vdliar with all types of 
ouohio.-ii.nj ar.d had no intsntioa of nclii.ic any ctatc-r.icato . , Ec said that 
in the- ■oast throo v.'ccks whan the F3I had tall;cd to his vfifc, they '^'sre 
:-b'.:sivo* and ijr. . aline j that nhoy had fri^iatened his wife and he considered 
•oh.'ir ncalviaies cb.-’.oxious . Eo stated .tliat ho vranted to contact a lir. Ab 
c. Eew "cm ls.'..‘“cr i.inor. he did not know but who nod deiended tne Sni^n .ecw 
"victims" in ly;-> cr 1950 in connection with a conspiracy against nhe^ 
Ccvern..“.ent; uhat Aet would understand what this case v:as ale asoun a.aa anat 
he w'ould him an excellent defence. Eo statea in rewurnin^ a oUw^Lion 

about his former addresses that he lived at hjCT lin^azine Street in Eew 
Orleans at one titee and worked for the V.'illia.m Riley Company; that ha was 
arrested in IIcv/ Orleans for disturbin- the peace and paid a $10 fine while 
he was demonstrating for the Fair Play for Cuba Com.mittse; t.nat nc nad a 
fight with some anti-Castro refugees and that they vfere released .while he 
.was fined. 

Lnon ruestioning by Captain Fritz, he said, "I have no views on the 
Prosit e..t.'" "Ey wife and I like the President's family. They are in-^ 
tarosting neople. I have my own vie'.ia on the president's national ponicy. 

I luive a right to express my views but because of the charges I do not 
"him I sliculd cor.-ment further." Os^-^ald said "I am not a raalco.ntent; 
nothing irritated me about the President." Ee said that during 19o2 he v.'as 
inter';-icwed by the F3I and that he at that time refused to take a pol 3 >-graph 
and that he did not intend to take a polygraph test for the Dallas police. 
j\x, tnis time Cantain Fritz showed a Selective Servi/'o Card that v.'as taken ouo 
of .tin wallet which bore the name of Alex Hidell.' Of./ald refused to aascuss 
th-* s after being asked for an explar.ation''of it, both by Fritz and by James 
Bockhout, the FBI Agent. I asked him if he viewed the parade and he said he 
Z&c. "not. I then asked him if he had shot the President and he said he had not. 
I ached hi.m if he had shot Governor Connally and he said he had not. Ee did 
not intend to answer further questions without counsel and that if he could not 
"et A.bt, then he irould hope that the Civil Liberties Union would give him an 
attorney to represent him*. At that point Captain Fritz terminated the inter- 
view at about 11:30 A.M. , II- 23 - 63 . 
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
